Chapter of the Epifile of St, Paul to the Hes 
brews (verſe I, 2.) that ſuch as theſe were the 
ficſt grounds of Chriſtias Jrſtitution or Cate= 
chiſm iz the Primitive Church ; and that there 
was ever a neceſſaty inftrution axd belief of cer- 
tain points had by word of mouth and Tradition, .. 
before men came t0 the Scriptures, which could. 
not treat of things ſo particularly in any one place 
as was requiſite for the teaching of all neceſſary. 
grounds, And the points #nſtanced in, there, . 
are, the Foundation of Repentance from dead 
works (this was the Do@rine of Penance before + 
Baptiſm) and of Faith towards God. (which was 
the twelve Articles contained in the Apoſtles 
Creed) The Dottrine of Baptiſmes (that i the 
manner azd neceſſity of Baptiſm.) Impoſition: 
of hands after Baptiſm, called Confirmation.”

Let the Curate therefore of every Pariſh (in 
obedience to the Command of the Church) dili. 
gently upon Sundayes and Holy-dayes after the 
Second Lefſon at Evening Prayer, openly iu the 
Church.inſtru& aud examine ſo many Children 
of his Pariſh ſent unto him, as he ſball think 


. Convenient, in ſome part of the Catechiſm, 


And all Fathers, Mothers, Maſters, and Dames, 
uſt cauſe their Children, Servants and Apprenti- 
ves (which have not learned their Catechiſmes) 
t0.come tothe Church at the times appointed, and 
obediently to bear and be ordered. by the Carate 
watil ſuch time as they have learned all that is 
there appeinted them to learn, 

And, as this praftice of Catechizing is ear- 
neſily to be followed by all ſorts of men that deſert 
the propagation of the Chriſtian Religion, /oit 
ought to be the ſpecial care of our Nobility, Ger- 
try, aud better ſort of Citizens, who uſually 
place their Children in forrain parts for breeding 
and recerve them 7 «(py with the falſe Dos 
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through which they paſs, becauſe they are not tho. 
rowly ſtudied and rightly ſettled in the Dorine of 
the Church of England firſt taught them in this 
Short Catechiſm. 

Now the Catechiſm begins with our Matricus 
lation four initiation or entrance) zato the 
Church, whea we giveup our Name to Chrift and 
take a new Name from Him: Sothe firſt Queſti- 
eathat is uſed, is;
